But as Professor Davis said, 
“There is a danger that 
some of us are being 
tricked into assessing the 
greatness of a nation by 
its military and technical 
achievements alone.” This 
timely warning of Profes- 
sor Davis receives our 
wholehearted acquiescence, 
but as we see it, the danger 
is more profound than 
the acceptance of human 
greatness . in terms of 
scientific achievement. 


OR as we see it, we are 
«fast becoming a race 
of illiterate literates. By 
that is meant, we are well 
informed in the profession 
we follow, but elect to re- 
main ignorant of every- 
thing else. For what shall 
a young man gain if he 
gives his life to nuclear 
research, if after years of 
labour in a physics labora- 
tory, the end is a 
which will devastate 
continent, und end 
civilisation he set out 
serve? 

This is no fanciful 
imagination on our part. 
Years ago, this paper 
published a photograph of 
an eminent scientist -return- 
ing home after the success- 
ful detonation of an atomic 
bomb in the Pacific. The 
photograph showed him step- 
ping down from the plane, 
his face wreathed in a smile 
of satisfaction as he greeted 
the tiie a reporters. 

One does not, of!course, belittle 
or begrudge a scientist the 
rewards his self-sacrificial 
work brings him. Neverthe- 
lesa, such an attitude des- 
cribed above cannot but 
lead to the conclusion that 
the scientist’s education, 
removed from everything 
but the purguit of one sub- 
ject, shows that _ his 
imagination does not ex- 
tend beyond the narrow 
horizons of his laboratory.

This shortage was

as the high production level of 
the pasi three weeks begins to 
be felt in supply channels 

The steel industry, which has 
kept for weeks to a weekly out- 
put of just above two millicn 
tons, is suddenly faced with a 
sharp increase in new orders, 
partly for immediate use, par‘ly 
to build depleted inventories. 
and finally as a hedge against 
the possibility of a steel strike 
next summer. Hence a system 
of “informal quotas’ on some 
steel products was institu‘ed. 
Steel rationing may take longer 
to disappear, In fact, steel 
manufacturers, who had pre- 
dicted just such a situation, 
now enjoy telling their  cus- 
tomers ‘‘we lold you 60.” 


Record sales 


The car industry, slow to get 
going with its '62 models, now 
reports record sales running 
almost 12 per cent ahead of 
November 1960, The pace, if 
maintained, would break the 
1955 final quarter record figure 
of 1,700,000 deliveries.

This trend would complicate 
the still unresolved «unemploy- 
meni picture dy creating new 
hard-hit areas. It is also bownd 
to have an unfavourable effect 
on the recovery of capita] goods 
industries. The idle plants are 
offered for sale on advantageous 
terms and often a company 
considering the construction of 
a new plant may decide inslead 
to save money by buying the 
old idle plant. 

Although the trend Is not 
yet serious, observers are be- 
ginning to get worried about 


the higher-than-nermal plant 

mortality rate. 

‘Some economic analysts feel 
the rate would be even bigger 
if the United States starts slash- 
dang import tariffs as part of the 
projected reconstruction of _ its 
foreign trade policy, or if it 
should align itself in any way 
with the booming European 
Common Market. Both moves 
have been actively debated and 
the first one is under active 
consideration. President Ken- 
nedy revealed last week that 
he has tentatively decided to go 
before Congress next January 
with his new trade policy pro- 
posals which—according to all 
available information—-would be 
centred around = strong Presi- 
dential authority to cut tariffs 
across the board rather than 
product by product as has been 
the case up to now. 


Common Market 


‘Whether Congress would act 
on such a measure in its 1962 
session is not certain, however. 
It may be that Mr Kennedy just 
wants to go on record with his 
programme to start creating a 
climate for its eventual adop- 
tion. All observers agree the 
European Common Market pre- 
sents too much of a challenge 
to Jeave the present complicated 
tariff structure of U.S. overseas 
trade untouched. . 

And voices are being heard 
continually calling for an even 
closer U.S. alignment with the 
Euromart. Some Congressmen 
in their off-the-floor speeches 
this autumn have called for the 
US. to join the Common Market 
outright.

Malayan Government is at last going to 
do something concrete for the country’s 
50,000 aborigines by giving them a better 


deal and eventually integrating them with 
the rest of the national community. 

While nothing will be done to force 
them to break with traditions, the Govern- 


ment will 
nomadic way of life.

Improvements 


Under the second five-year

this year for improvements in 
he Hving standard of the abori- 
gines. 

Attacking the problem from 
the grass-rouls, the Government 
fs to build 34 new schools in the 
next lwo years to take in 1,000 
aboriginal children, At the mo- 
ment there ure 51 aboriginal 
schovls in the Federation, 

A great part of this year’s 
grant is be used on extending 
goverment services into the deep 
jungle which means  construc- 
tion of deep-jungle administra- 
tive posts, medical posts and 
provision of radio equipment. 

During the Emergency, these 
deep-jungle posts were, in fact, 
jungle forts garrisoned by the 
police. Now the Abcrigines De- 
partmert will take over five of 
these jungle forts this year and 
put them to thcir original use. 

To improve medica] facilities 
for the aborigines, the present 
11 medical posts will be rebuilt 
and improved. Sixteen new 
medica! posts and clinics will be 
built in remote areas of the deep 
jungle. 

Each post will have a landing 
ground for helicopters and trans- 
mitting and receiving sets. 


Recourse 


One of the main guiding prin- 
ciples in the integration af the 
aborigines is: “Recourse to force 
or coercion as a méans of pro- 
moting integration shall be ex- 
cluded.” 

“The Government's attemp's 
to resettle some of the tribes 
during the Emergency failed, so 
now the Government's policy, is 
to intluce hese groups to adopt 
a more. permanent form of 
agriculture. 

But the Government. recognis- 
es the many difficulties it hos to 
overcome and has said that the 
“process may take a consider- 
uble length-of time.” ‘
